Her Parents Opposed Her Marrta«r« 
but She Insisted and Her 
Trouble Beiran. 


Mr.-. A. Farley thisi morning told the 
story of her marriage with the notor- 
OUF* counterfeiter to THK XF.WS, and 
t was a heart-rending tale. 
A repre- 
sentative of THK NEW.S visited lier at 
the homo of the family. 
The first re- 
port of the condition of the Farley 
^omc was a misrepresentation and in- 
stead c^ elaborate furniture there is the 
dainest. and evidences of ix)verty are 
everywhere manifest. 


The house the family occu])ies is 
newly built and has never been com- 
pleted. Tiiere is not a diX)r to any of 
the interior rooms, and where tlie doors 
should be are mere holes in the walls. 
ux|)Osing the rough edges of the lath 
and timbers. The Moors, made of the 
roughest and cheapest lumber, have no 
carfiets and the few articles of furni- 
ture are worn and old fashioned. 
It is 
a home suggestive of squalor and mis- 
ery and its unhappy occupant has no 
money to make it brighter and pleas- 
anter. 


With an infant in her arms and an- 
other being cared for by a friend- 
Mrs. Frank Allerton - who keen«« the 
lonely woman company. Mrs. Farley 
gave a history of herself. Her features 
naturally sad. assumed an impressive 
cast as she slowly proceeded with a re- 
view of her life. ' 


I married Farley in Chicago." she 
said. "My parents kept a l>oar»ling 
house and he was* one of our bourders. 
I was only a little girl, not quite U 
years old, and I fell in love witii Far- 
ley. 
He was a handsome man. and al- 
tliough I was given by him to under- 
stand that he was a gambler it made 
n»» dliTerence. 
I was willing to marry 
him. 
My parents opi)osed my mar- 
riage but did not prevent it and we 
were married. 
I am now IT years old. 


"I believed my husband was a gam- 
bler as he told me, and no one was 
more greatly surprised than myself 
when tYie otticers found the counter- 
feiting outfit here. I didn't know it 
was here and I didn't know what the 
officers were looking for. There was 
a cellar under the house and I never

made in 189$ and th at they were bound 
to m ake an equally careful one in 1897

H arcourt here Interrupted Chamber- 
lain by rem arking: 
‘ You are asking 
for £ 200.000.” 


•‘W hat noti.sense,” exclaimed Chamber- 
lain, hotly. 


Prolonged cheering greeted the sharp 
answer of the secretary, who continued: 
"W e ask for £200.000 when everybody 
knows 
the 
Transvaal is asking for 
millions and for hundreds and hundreds 
of tlniusand.s. The Transvaal has been 
aiTning to an extent absolutely unjust!- 
fiable by any ordinary policy of defense. 
We have not complained, but the result 
has been that the present arm am ents of 
the Transvaal are altogether dispro­ 
portionate to the defensive resources of 
Cape Colony, and the T ransvaal’s arm a­ 
ments, 
after expending 
considerably 
over a million upon them, are still going 
on. 
Batteries of artillery and Maxim 
guns, millions and millions of cartridges 
and hundreds of 
thousands of rifles 
have been imported into the Transvaal. ' 
Chamberlain concluded with saying: 
"I do not believe there is a feeling to re­ 
pudiate the policy of the government. On 
the contrary, T believe the feeling of e\*- 
ery loyal British subject a t the Cape to 
be one of gratitude and satisfaction with 
her m ajesty’s government. I understand 
that thf-y recognize their position as th«» 
representatives of the param ount power 
in South Africa, and are determined, in 
the often uspd words, ‘to m aintain the 
integrity of all our rights under the con­ 
vention.* ”

/WASHtNGTON, April 80—(Special.)— 
President McKinley today decided to 
not interfere in the caseof .Tosepb Dun­ 
lop, the publisher of the Chicago Dis> 
patch, who is sentenced to the peniten* 
tiary for two years for sending obscene 
matter throuirh the mail. 


Joseph R. Dunlop was the successor 
of Wilbur F. Storey as publisher of the 
Chicago Times. After the sale of the 
Times to the Harrison family Dunlop 
started the Chicago Dispatch and he 
made many thousand dollars by carry­ 
ing a page or two of theannouneemenls 
where pt'ostitutes might be found and 
of disreputable houses. 
He was ar­ 
rested for defiling the mails and since 
his arrest his paper changed its tone to 
one of respectability. He was convicted 
and fined $2,000 and sentenced to Joliet 
penitentiary for two years. An appeal 
was made to President Cleveland to 
use executive clemency and change the 
sentence to paj'ing the fine. Cleveland 
was too busy to listen to the case. The 
matter was placed before President Me 
Kinley andthe point urged that two 
iears in the penitentiary would end 
»unlop’s life, as he has suffered several 
nervous shocks since hissetitence.

Athen«, April 30.—King George yés- 
tcr took declitye action regaling the 
ccblnet crisis. . He aunimoned pelyannis 
•nd asked for his resignation, which was 
Immediately tendornd and accepted. The 
king then put the formation 4>t a new 
ministry In the hands of M. Ralll, who 
la largely responsible for the downfall of 
the Delyaniils ministry, who has named 
the following: Premier and minister of 
marine, M. Ralll; minister of war, M. 
Tsamavos; minister of finance. M. SI- 
mopooulo; minister of education, M. 
Carapam«; minister of the Interior. M. 
Tcotankl. Demetrius Ralii. the new pre­ 
mier and minister of marine, was the 
leader of thf^ opposition. He has been 
minister of Justice and minister of Inter­ 
ior and is weil-known throughout the 
country us an able lawer and orator. He 
is 50 years old and s^tudled at the Uni­ 
versity of Athens and at Pat’is.

M. Deiyannis made the foMnwing 
statement yesterday afternoon: “Yeater- 
day King Gorge summoned me to the 
palace and declared that exceptional cir- 
«umstanceK compelled him to replace the 
cabinet and to form a new minintry from 
the ranks of the opposition. He begged 
me to Rccond liis efforts. I refused to 
tender my resignation, not because of 
my lovR for power iiut in order that 
such a step might not be misinterpreted. 


urged the king to use the privilege of 
the crown, det^laring that I was ready 
to sign the royal decree provided the 
latter cast no blame upon us. 1 added 
that there was no reason to fear that 
such a meaèure %vould be con.<iidered by 
Europe as a cen«^ure upon the govern­ 
ment's policy.

I can only say that the country 
would have emerged from its trial with­ 
out losg of territory and could have ob­ 
tained a rectification of the northern 
frontier iiy abandoning Crete according 
to the demands of the powers. The lat­ 
ter measure would have facilitated the 
task, inasmuch as the principle of Ottcr- 
man integrity would not have been im­ 
paired. while the peace of Europe would 
have been assured because of the recti­ 
fication of the frontier line adjudged in 
the Berlin treaty.”

London, April 30.—All the talk now. 
•ays the Dally Mali's Berlin correspond­ 
ent, is of the Intervention of the powers. 
Even Germany wishes to gave Greece 
from the consequence of defeat, and it 
Is «tated in Berlin officiai circles that 
the power« wlir intervene of their own 
Initiative if Greece does

them. 
According to a dispatch from 
Coiiatant^nople to the I^kal Anzeiger, 
the sultan wliraccept the following con­ 
ditions al the basis fbr peace: The with­ 
drawal of the Greek troops from Crete 
and the re-èstablishment of the fron­ 
tier of 1831. Greece to be excluded from 
all thé advantages of capitulations and 
to pay Indemnity. •

London. April 30.—The chancellor of 
the exchequer. Sir Michael Hicks-Beaeh, 
read the the budget statement in the 
house of commons yesterday. He said 
that the national debt had been 
re­ 
duced £7,584,000 (|37,m000) during the 
year and 
that the total value of 
British trade during the laat financial 
year wa«£738,000,000 (|3,«90.000.000),an In­ 
crease of 9 per cent. He dwelt upon the 
mcreaaed prosperity shown by this, 
more than by the beer drunk and the 
tobacco consumed. The Increaae In the 
income tax revenue exceeded the 
mate by nearly £3,500.000 (117.600, 
He said that a careful estimate 
made In IIN and that they were bound 
to make an equally careful one in 1897

will extend.”

Chamberlain said he had hot expected 
to have to reply to suéh "pernicious !and 
dangerous language. 
He claas«»d ' Hmr« 
court's utteiunces as being ''unpatriotic 
in the highest degree. emtMii^asslhff fto 
the government and injurious to 
caiise of peace.” Continuing, Chamber* 
lain asserted that Harcourt’s statement 
to the effect 
that the governmeht’a 
r*olicy had been rejected by* the Cape 
government 
and 
people 
was 
ab­ 
solutely inaccurate. The policy of the 
g<»vernmont, he explained, 
had not^ 
changed from the first. Only cii'cum- 
stances had changed, to some extent. 
The government's policy was to main­ 
tain its obligations, not to engage in any 
aggressive o|M*ratlona, nor to attack the 
independence of a friendly state, but to 
maintain our own rights and the rights 
of the nation.. 


"I had hope,” continued Chamberlain, 
”that our policy would continue to be 
non-partisan, but that hope has disap­ 
peared In the face of Sir 
William’s 
speech, and I now challenge him lo 
raise the i.s.Hue. , [Cheers and counter 
cheers.] 
Are the opposition prepared 
to take issue with us when we say that 
while we intend to observe our own 
obligations we intend that obligations 
toward us shall also be maintained. The 
question between us and the Transvaal 
Is not interference in the internal affairs 
of the Transvaal, nor an attack on the 
London convention upon our part; but 
breaches of the convention upon the 
part of the Transvaal, and we are call­ 
ing upon them In friendly terms to ^ive 
us satisfaction.” 


Harcourt here interrupted Chamber- 
lain by remarking: 
“You are asking 
for £200,000.“ 


“What nonsense,” exclaimed Chamber- 
lain, hotly. 


Prolonged cheering greeted the sharp 
answer uf the secretary, who continued : 
“We ask. for £200,000 when everybody 
knows 
the 
Transvaal Is asking for 
millions and for hundreds and hundreds 
of thousands. The Transvaal has been 
arming to an extent absolutely unjusti- 
flnbie by any ordinarj' policy of defense. 
We have not complained, but the result 
has been that the present armaments of 
the Transvaal are altogether dispro­ 
portionate to the defensive resources of 
Cape Colony, and the Transv'mal's arm a­ 
ments, after expending co4isiderably 
over.|i million upon them, are atili going 
on. 
Batteries of artlllerj' and Maxim 
guns, millions and millions of cartridges 
and hundreds of 
thousands of ritles 
have been imported Into the Transvaal.” 
Chamberlain concluded with saying: 
”I do not believe there is a feeling to re­ 
pudiate the policy of the government. On 
the contrary, I believe the feeling of ev­ 
ery loyal British subject at the Cape to 
be <me of gratitude and satisfaction with 
her majesty’s government. I understand 
that they recognise their position as the 
representatives of the paramount power 
In South Africa, and are determined, in 
the often us^d words, ‘to maintain the 
integrity'of all our rights under the con­ 
vention.' ” 


The conclu.slon of Chamberlain's re­ 
marks was the signal for a tremendous 
outburst of cheering upon the part of 
the Conservatives. The budget of Sir 
Michael 
Hlcks-Beach will probably 
prove popular. Although there is no re­ 
duction In taxation numerous postal tel 
ogrnph reform.«? have been 
promised— 
reforms long and urgently needed— 
which will be a real boom to the com­ 
munity. All such immediate Interests, 
however, are'completely overshadowed 
by the excited debate on the South Afri 
can situation. 
Harcourt's sudden and 
vehement attack caused a tumult on the 
Tory side of the house and the govern­ 
ment front bench fell into animated 
colloquy. 


Balfour sent T. W. Russell to bring 
Chamberlain into the house. When the 
colonial secretary arrived he walfurious 
and did nothing to conceal his rage 
Harcourt was saying, as Chamberlain 
entered the chamber. ”I have said'this 
was a war pldt; I repeat« It in his p r^ - 
ence. This was a war plot, a war plot 
which missed Are,” 


Chamberlain. snatched up a plect of 
paper and Balfour and Goshen, first lord 
of the ddmlrallty, rapidly told him what 
had passed, while he made quick notés 
of Harcourt's phrases. The excitement 
of the house was maintained at white 
heat, with cheers and counter chetrs 
throughout both speeches.
